Annnnl Meeting at Apollo Ili-ll T«K<cr- 


ilsiy—.DsisuzlciiLtionR of Greclty—"WHat 
tiic "KespoctiiWc" "Woman Suffraglsta 
Have to Su,y for TUciuKcSveg. 
"What may bo described as 
tho "respectable 


wing" of tho believers in woman sum-age held their 
annual meeting yesterday at Apollo Hall, holding 
three sessions—morning, afternoon and evening. 
There was nuite a good attendance, and four-fifths 
at least of the audience were ladies. There was not 
much enthusiasm, and the proceedings, indeed, 
were of a very tame and prosaic character through- 
out. 


Mrs. 
STONE, at a little after eleven, called the 


meeting to order, and made a pleasant little 
Inaugural speech. She alluded to the prominence 
given during the past year to tho question of wo- 
man's suffrage in the States' legislatures, and 
though the vote had not been heavy enough to give 
jnstice to women, yet it, had been heavier than last 
year, and had shown that public opinion was set- 
ting in the right direction. 1'rorfla political point 
or view, therefore, they hail good reason to rejoice. 
In the church point of view the progress had been 
even greater. Never before were pulpits BO fre- 
quently lllter] with women; and the world be- 
gan now to recognize that it stood in need of the 
ministry of women, 
although It liad at one 


time regarded woman's usefulness In the cliurcli 
to be conlined to raising money to buy cushions for 
the pews. The newspapers also more than ever 
trieil.to show what women were doing, and even at 
Cincinnati, though the Convention had by no means 
acted as It ought to have done, yet still there had 
been good come out of evil They Had now met 
again in, convention, not as enemies oflaw or cus- 
tom or the proprieties, but simply to asi: that the 
American people recognize the fundamental princi- 
ples of their government—that agovernment exists 
»nly by consent of all the government. 


Mr. W. S. Blacliwell was appointed secretary, 


and 
immediately 
afterwards 
Mr. 
FBECMAN 


CLAUSE, of Boston, was introduced 
as the 


first regular speaker of the 
day. 
Having 


traced the • early history of the woman's suffrage 
movement, and shown that, like the slavery 
agitation, it had passed through a decade of ridi- 
cule before a steady public opinion had been culti- 
vated in its favor, Mr. Clarke devoted Mmself-tc 
the article in the Fopular Science IfontMy against 
woman's rights. That article was founded oa the 
supposition apparently that the advocates of wo- 
man's rights claimed that there was no mental dif- 
ference between man and woman. On the contrary 
they recognized that difference as much as any one, 
Bnd claimed taat it constituted In itself an argu- 
ment in favor of justice. All work in which men 
and women were 
united was better 
than 


wort merely done 
by man 
or 
by wo- 


man alone. 
Dr. Bushnell had also attacked 


woman's snffrage on religious gronnds. His argu- 
tosnt was that the nature of woman was not 
EdaptcQ for government, and she waamade to be 
governed, not to govern. He did not seem to 
recollect, that eight out of ten of the common 
BCiic-ois in. this country were governed by women. 
That surely showed that they were fitted for exer- 
cising tne functions or government. 
Mrk HF.T.KN' P. JKXEUIS, of Pittsburg, nest ad- 
dressed the meeting. She asked if any new ob- 
lection against woman's suffrage could be brought 
forward that had not Seen answered over ana over 
again. A gentleman had told her tiie other day 
that 
she 
had all 
the argument 
on her 
Blile, 
but 
that 
still 
he 
was 
opposed 
to woman's suffrage because he did not like It and 
because it did not agree with what he thought the 
proper sphere of woman. That was, no doubt, a 
strong objection, though it did not sound so. But 
bow many prejudices of this kind had been over- 
come in the past? A Chinaman would be horrified 
at the custom ofliis wife eating at the same table 
with him, yet if he were to live here ten years, he 
would recognize the foily of his present conception 
»f propriety. The present state of societv showed 
that man alone was not fit to govern. Take 
the condition of onr prisons for example. 
They were a scandal 
and a 
reproack to 
our civilization, because woman's spirit was 
absent from 
the legislation that controlled 
them. 
Then there was tliat great ques- 
tion 
of 
prostitution 
which 
is 
gnawing 
at the vitals 
of 
our 
race. 
That 
was 
another question in wWch womanis influence was 
necessary. Jlill had shown us that we had passed 
through a grand revolution, which nadresulted in 
the two seses passing their whole lives together. 
And remembering this, was it wise to allow women 
to be frivolous and ignorant, the same as thev must 
be unless great duties were confided to them. As 
the woman was, so would the man be; ii she were 
frivolous, he would be influenced by her for harm. I 
As the poet said, "the world yet waits her queen," 
and this was true," for until she was freed from the 
shackles that now fettered her, she could not grow 
Into ins fall giory of womanhood. 
Mr. RI.ACKWELT,, of Boston, then said that this 
association was not assembled to nominate candi- 
dates for the Presidency,- nor to break up the social 
relations of men and women, but simplv to educate 
public opinion to recognize the justice of giving 
.women tlie ballot. They demanded woman's suf- 
frage because it was right. Governments were 
only jnst when they "were supported bv the consent 
of the governed. Taxation without representa- 
tion was tyranny, and in Massachusetts alone wo- 
men paid taxes on £131,000,000 without having any 
representation- "Woman's suffrage was a great 
moral aad political reform, because it would bring 
an citizens of both sexes to the primarv meet 
ings, the abuse 
of which was the great 
source 
of 
evil. 
Every 
town 
in 
this 
county was now govered by "rings;"' the 
whole country was governed by rings—State and 
national rings. Jir. Greeley himself, though the 
nominee of the reformers, was the candidate of a 
ling. Man did not go to political primaries because 
he could riot take his'wife with him. Tiic tired man 
ofbnsmess who now went home and took his wife 
to the church meeting, or the concert, or the opera, 
•wonld 50 to primaries and meet his fellow-citizens 
there if his wife coaW go with him. He was sick of 
humbug—sick to death of political reforms that 
•were no reforms, sick to death of woman's saSrage 
associations that wanted more than woman's suf- 
frage and that wanted more iatitudinarian views of 
marriage. Mr. Greelej nan, said that woman's 
suffrage 
meant 
free 
iovc, 
and 
it 
was 
their doty, therefore, to work hard against. 
Him, because he ongbt to have known better, and 
laust nave known better, and mast be held respon- 
sibic for what he Bad written. He (the speaker) 
•was ashamed of a Convention Uiat, like teat of Cin- 
cinnati, demanded universal suffrage for rcbelsand 
yet denied snffrage to w Oman. Perhaps tae Phila- 
delphia Coavcnlion would do better; but he wonld 
wail and sec. not only -what they did. bnt also what 
the democrats would do. If he conld sec a candi- 
date that would endorse woman suffrage he would

A remarkable instance of this oc- 
curred on Tuesday, when Mr. Kelley, of Penn- 
sylvania, carried a motion in favor of the ex- 
treme protectionists, to strike out the enacting 
clause of Mr. Daweb' Tariff Amendment bill, 
by a vote of 95 to 73, and then immediately 
afterwards the House refused to sustain Mr. 
Kelley and voted the other way—for the propo- 
sition of Mr. Dawes, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means. 
Congress has 


been shuffling much ia the same way on this 
matter throughout the session—sometimes in 
the same house and sometimes between the 
two houses. Ia fact, there • is no fixed princi- 
ple or purpose in Congress with regard to 
tariff legislation, while at the same tune there 
is great ignorance on this subject 
We have 


little hope of any comprehensive and needful 
measure being passed, and, considering the 
session is so far advanced and the excitement 
of the Presidential campaign hiving com- 
menced, it would be as well, perhaps, to turn 
•the matter of tariff and revenue reform over 
to the next session. 


The "free breakfast fable" proposition, to 


use the popular slang of Congressmen, or, in 
other words, the proposal to abolish the duties 
on tea and coffee, has been bandied about like 


tiounl biinlui mxl manipulated at considerable 
cosl by liiK f'uvorod Byndicnto. Then the pro- 
tecliouuils in Congress und all those who had 


Kcheinoi of subsidies and other schemes 


upon the Trowury have supported tbo Socro- 
tttry in hia policy of keeping up taxation to 
the czlroino point of forbearance and of raining 
an enormous revenue. The political capital 
which he expected to make from payiug off a 
hundred millions » year of the debt has not 
been realized. 
The necessity for reduced 


taxation and revenue reform far outweighs with 
the public the assumed credit of liquidating 
the debt so rapidly. The President, we think, 
begins to perceive the fallacy of Mr. Bout- 
well's policy, as he does that of Mr. Fish in 
the management of the Alabama claims. 


The country needs now a thorough reform 


in our revenue system. Instead of conceding 
merely a reduction of taxation to the amount 
of forty or fifty millions Congress should 
reduce the tariff and take off taxes so as to 
bring the revenue down to three hundred mil- 
lions or less. Two hundred and fifty millions 
really would be sufficient with a strictly econ- 
omical administration. The interest on the 
debt is less than a hundred and ten millions. 
The current expenditures, independent of this, 
including pensions, ought not to exceed a 
hundred and twenty or a hundred and thirty 
millions. Twenty to -thirty millions a year 
would be ample at the present time to apply to 
the liquidation of the principal of the debt At 
the utmost two hundred and seventy millions 
ought to satisfy even Mr. Boutwell. Yet the rev- 
enue for the current fiscal year will fall little 
short of four hundred millions. "Why, then, 
not take off at one sweep a hundred

Tlie New Yorlt Charter at Albany—The 


Tricks or tli» legislators. 


There has again been a disagreement on tho 


last New York charter bill, this time the 
Assembly refusing to accept tho compromise 
arrived at by the Conference Committee and 
asking the appointment of a new committee. 
The disputed point is tho amendment inserted 
by the Assembly, prohibiting any sectarian ap- 
propriations. 
If this clause should remain in 


the bill it is felt certain that the measure will not 
receive the Executive signature; if it should be 
stricken out or modified by the Committee of 
Conference the report will be rejected by the 
Assembly. It seems tolerably certain, there- 
fore, that we shall have no new charier this 
year and no spring election, but that the muni- 
cipal straggle will take place in November, 
when the Presidential and State candidates are 
chosen. This has been, from the first, the

proceedings between the two houses on the 
subject of the charter have been nothing more 
than a broad farce. When the hodge-podge 
experiment of the Seventy was before the 
Assembly it found an unexpected number of

The Assembly inserted a clause pro- 
hibiting sectarian appropriations because they 
knew it would defeat the bill through the 
medium of an Executive veto, should the 
Senate concur in the amendment The Senate 
refused to concur; a conference took place: an 
agreement was arrived at; 
the Assembly 


rejected the compromise, and another com- 
mittee is appointed.'

The memorial of the anti-Mormon population 


protesting against the admission of Utaa Into the 
Union as a sovereign State was presented to the 
House yesterday. It Is the resume ot the cardinal 
objections to the Brtgham Young movement, for 
which his apostle, Cannon, and other delegates and 
lobbyists have been laboring assiduously all winter 
and spring with both the House and the Senate. 
The document is very specific, and sets forth that 
the population is not in numbers up to the standard 
required by Congress; that the expenses of a Stats 
government would cripple the energies of tUe peo- 
ple and retard the development of the country: 
that the large majority of the people believe in a 
theocratic and not a republican government; 
that the application 
for admission into the 


Union-under the pretence of abandoning polygamy 
was hypocritical and insincere; that the priesthood 
of Brifcham Tonng have always been opposed to the 
mineral development of the country, and hold in 
detestation the national government. Accompany- 
ing this memorial are a large number of affidavits 
from very prominent gentlemen in Utah, who have 
been for many years resident in that Territory, sup- 
porting the statements of the memorial that Mor- 
monism is, per se, antagonistic to republicanism.

neglected. We regret the absence of any examples 
of outline drawing in the exhibition, and hope that 
the professor of drawing will see that in. future 
exhibitions this important branch of jstndy is fairlr 
represented, la the life class the system is morS- 
healthy, bat even here the object of- saadii!" seems-^ 
not to be eiearly apprehended by the students,.

Some few dayn ago Mr. Alfred Anderson, father of 


the deceased, went to a notary public in Yonkers 
and made an affidavit embodying the following 
statements:—That Edward O. Anderson was his 
son: that he died at 431 Fnlton avenue, Urooklvn, 
the cause of death belnc stated by the doctor (l)r 
Irish's name la mentioned In the affidavit) to be 
acute iraftritis; that, his said son, Edward 0. Ander- 
son, 
was a man of strong constitution, and had 
always enjoyed good health, and that the said Eil- 
wai-dO.Auacr.son died after a very short illness- 
that, he was sick for only twenty-four hours: that 
he had .violent and 


BURKING PAINS IN THE BREAST 
and stomach, and that lie was very much purged 
and sick at the stomach, vomiting a great deal and 
with great pain; that the Bald Edward O. Ander- 
son's wife, Sarah Anderson, gave him to drink what 
she called "toast water," and that he drank it, and 
shortly afterward died. 
Tlie deponent further 
states, that from information he has received, and 
from good authority, that the late Edward O. An- 
derson had just canse to suspect that 


AS IMPROPER INTIMACY 


existed between Ins wife and Dr. Irish, and that de- 
ceased was abont to sue fora divorce; that the 
said deceased had freauently said that he lived un- 
happily with his wife, and that he had also stated 
to his mother, who in now living to testily to the 
fact, that ho was afraid to eat anything in his own 
house tiiat his wife cooked for fear of bein<* poioon- 
ed: that the said wife ofdecaased had frequently said 
t«at u would be a pleasure to her to see him, the said 
Edward 0. Anderson, come home a corpse, and that 
she wished when he went out that he would never 
come Hack unless as a corpse. The deponent fur- 
ther said that he believed that Ms son had been 
been foully dealt with, and, as there had been no 
inquest held, he prayed that the body might be 
token up and a proper investigation made. 


Upon such affidavit being presented to the Coro- 
ners of Kings comity Coroner Whitehill took hold of 
the case, first taking the affidavit to the District 
Attorney to asS if it was legally drawn up and ifhe 
(Coroner IVhitehill) wonld be empowered to act 
upon it. The District Attorney wrote a letter to 
the Coroner, stating that the affidavit was perfectly 
sound aud legal, and Judge Tappan also couUracd 
his decision. 


Coroner WhitehiH at once went to work, and on 


Tuesday night last went np to Tonkers (having first 
obtained the necessary permits from the New York 
and Brooklyn Uoards of Health), takin"- with. Mm 
the city undertaker aud some of his men. 


TEE BOOT "WAS DISINTERRED 
and bropght down to this city via the Hudson 
River Railroad, and at two o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing it was placed in the Morgue and has ever since 
been under lock and key. Coroner Whitehill went 
personally to sae the corpse taken np, and sat close 
to the coffin all the way down, so that he will be 
able to swear that no poison has been introduced 
into the deceased's stomach or other organs since 
its clisinterment. 


Mr. Anderson, the father, has engaged Professor 
Doremus to make a careful analytical examination 
of the stomach and organs of the deceased. Dr. 
Shepard made a'post-mortem examination upon 
the body vesterday at the Slorgne, and the various 
organs were delivered over to the Professor in her- 
metically sealed jars. 


Mr. Anderson, too, says tnat if any poison should 
be round in his son's body he will spend every cent 


EKrSG THE CRIM1KAI.S TO JUSTICE. 
If there is none found it is his intention to let the 
matter drop altogether. He woald not make a 
charge so serious either against Dr. Irish, or his 
son's wife unless he has jnst grounds so to do- 
Dr. Irish heard of the abovs facts yesterdav, and 
went to the Coroner's office aud asked to be pre- 
sent at the post-mortem examination, but was re- 
fused. He seemed to be very much excited about the 
matter, and said the deceased died of the disease 
which he certified to. He states that there is no 
poison to be found and that the analysis will clear 
Mm of all suspicion. 


In the meantime the matter awaits a report from 
Professor Doremus. It will take about a month to 
complete the analysis.

Mr. Agnew was re-elected president, aud a motion 
to appoint a secretary was deferred to an execu- 
tive session. Mr. Commissioner Kline lias, It was 
said, done all the work of secretary for more than 
twclvo months without receiving any salary for the 
olllce, wlncli tlie Legislature lias appropriated. 
Commissioner UKMBY drew attention to tlio past 
and present crippled condition of the Commission 
consequent upon the Comptroller's unwilllnuness 
to supply the Commission with the funds tliat arc 
duo to it by tne appropriation. He drew atfmtlon 
to the significant fact tlutt, though the financial 
condition of tlie city, it was alleged, was in such a 
condition ns not to warrant the advances of money 
reqnlred, yet Mr. Green had paid to the Depart- 
ment of Parks in three months, ending March last, 
$70,000, while during the same period he had paid 
only $50,000 to the Department of Docks. Such a dis- 
crepancy was a disgrace to the great mercantile 
city of New York. If the Comptroller were to dic- 
tate what each department was to receive In the 
shape of appropriation then it was very desirable 
that ho should hold no other olllce titan that of 
Chief of the Department of Finance; but Mr. Green 
was a Commissioner in the Department of Parks, 
and had shown an undne favoritism ia Ilia appro- 
priations.

Tne Amnesty Dog Killed by Summer's 


Civil Rights' Kettle at His Tail. 


Tlie extremists in the Senate succeeded to-day in 


defeating the Amnesty bill by enforcing the prin- 
ciples declared in Mr. Greeley's well known plat- 
form, that civil rights shall accompany general am- 
nesty. The consideration of the subject, which 
commenced yesterday and ended at seven o'clock 
to-night, has presented many strange featares. 
Mr. Sumner, the champion of the Civil Eights' bill, 
offered it as an amendment yesterday, and an in- 
teresting debate foaowed, in which, the democrats 
led oflfiu opposition to the amendment, and the ex- 
treme republicans, Including Mr. Morton, sustained 
Jlr. Sumner. Thus the great combination to defeat 
Grant was for the nonce disintegrated, ana while 
Mr. Sumner became antagonized to his democratic 
friends, he f-raternized with his republican enemies. 
It should be understood in this connection, that a 
mere majority is required to adopt the Civil Eights 
bill, while two-thirds is the legal vote in the affir- 
mative necessary to carry the Amnesty bill, on 
account oi the provision of law requiring that 
number or votes to pardon'disqualified rebels. By 
tacHng the Civil Bights' bill, to the pending propo- 
sition, as an amendment, a sufficient number or 
enemies to it were enlisted in the opposition to 
secure tiie required number for the defeat of the 
amnesty measure. In other words, a republican 
majority succeeded in attaching the amendment 
to a measure which required a two-thirds majority 
to carry it. 


A number of amendments were offered to perfect 


both the Amnesty bin and the Civil Rights amend- 
ment for the purpose of attracting votes from 
either side, but the efforts of the -extremists pre- 
vailed. Among those adopted were provisions 
excluding from the amnesty the members of the 
Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seventh Congresses, as well 
as persons who have been engaged during the past 
two years as members of the Kn Kins Klan and 
other similar organizations.

Ills Honor Hie Recorder, in charging 
the jury, made sonic well-timed observations upon 
this mutter, regretting that such a statute had 
passed both houses of the Legislature and was now 
sen I to the Governor for liis approval. There were, he 
saiii, in tills community about twenty thousand 
men who were daily violators of flie law. They 
robbed, they murdered, and committed all crimes 
Known to our laws; and the effect, of such a law 
prolilbiting peaceable citizens from 
carrying 


weapons would be to render "good nnd respectable 
men utterly defenceless. Any gentleman going 
borne at night, met by the ruffians who will carry 
weapons whether tlie law forbids it or not, would 
be exposed to tlieir depredations and murderous 
designs. He thought that men who were so impul- 
sivi; as not to be able to govern their tempers ought 
not to cany weapons; but, in his opinion, the Leg- 
islature had committed a gross error in passing 
such a law, for, su far as he himself wns concerned, 
he bad repeatedly received threatening letters and 
had saved bis life three times by having a weapon 
in his possession.

Objeotionii to tho Eeport of the CommiHaionora ol 


Estimates and Assessments—The Grievances of 


Property Holders—Argument Or Counsel. 


An application has been made on the part of th» 


Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty for conurmatiou 
of the report of tiie Commissioners of Estimates anil 
Assessments in the matter of widening Broadway 
from Tliirty-fourth street to Fifty-ninth street. The 
case came up yesterday in the Special Term, Su- 
preme Conrt. It appeared that ail the Judges be- 
fore whom the question could be discussed were 
more or less interested in the matter, many of them 
residing in tlie vicinity of tho localities proposed to 
be widened, and consequently did not take part In 
the proceedings. Judge Gilbert, of Brooklyn, pre- 
sided. 


Quite an array of legal talent appeared to oppose 


the confirmation of the report on the part of prop- 
erty owners who complained of grievances. It will 
be remembered that the report of the Commission- 
era, just appointed under the act of 1389, was set 
asiile, on motion of Mr. Richard O'liormau, Counsel 
to the Corporation, acting tinder the law making 
provision for such motion passed in 1871. The de- 
cision of Judjre Cardozo set aside the report and 
referred it back to other Commissioners, It was ap- 
pealed from, but. was supported by the decision ol 
the General Term and recently by that of the Court 
of Appeals. 


Counsel to the Corporation (with whom was Mr. 


Tanderpocl), in opening the case yesterday stated 
that he presented the report of the majority of the 
Commissioners appointed, and as he saw counsel 
representing parties in the matter in attendance, 
and was not aware whether they intended to ob- 
ject to the report, and, if so, what was tho nature 
and extent of the objections, he would suggest to 
the Com t that the proper mode of conducting this 
discussion would be that those gentlemen should 
proceed to state tlieir objections, anil after they 
had done so an ail'ournment should be taken, 
so that the Counsel to the Corporation, act- 
injr on behalf of the city, shonld have rime to 
examine the objections made stul act thereon aa 
he should be advised. lu this case there was the 
peculiar embarrassment that the Comtuissioners, 
a_fter signing the report of ths majority, had olfl- 
ciiilly notified the Corporation Counsel of an inten- 
tion to present the minority renort, setting forth 
wherein he differed from the decision of the major- 
ity. This report, lie was informed, was now in 
Court, ana he believed it to be his official duty to 
lay it before the Conrt. Although acting in a 
capacity subordinate to the Court, he (counsel) be- 
lieved his duty in this proceeding was similar to 
ttiat imposed on tlie Court—namely, to advise such 
a course of iliscnssion as seemed best for the city 
and fair toward the parties whose property was 
taken. 


The Court decided that the discussion should be 
conducted in the manner susgested. 
Mr. Anderson, on behalf oT fifteen property own- 
ers, then proceeded to open the case and point oat 
the objections thev entertained ia reference to tlie 
report. He contended that the, Commissioners had 
not the jurisdiction claimed. He also objected to 
the insufficient awards made, upon the jrrqund that 
The Commissioners had errefl in the pnuciple upon 
which they made their awards. He had no doubt 
that tile-Commissioners were desirous of doing their 
duty in a faithful manner, yet proper estimates had 
not been made of some portion ofthe real estate in. 
Question. Counsel then gave a history of the law 
under which the Commissioners were appointed. 
To the principles of assessment he broadly objected. 
The improvement of Broadway in that nortion 
wMsh is 'to be widened was." he urged," of no 
advantage to the owners on the improved 
street, but only to those above and .be- 
low—that 
is 
to say, to 
those 
entirely 
in favor of the proposed widening and straightening, 
so far as value was concerned. The assessments, 
however, were made to a much further extent De- 
low the commencement of the alteration than 
above. He claimed that other rules governing 
the area of assessment were ridiculous—one side 
of ah avenue intersecting the improvement bemu 
assessed and the other not assessed. The city at 
large, in Ms view, was the chief party benefited 
and that the special advantages'to owner were com- 
paratively smalL He called special attention to the 
property of Mr. Maas, which was assessed nearly 
SI 25 a square foot, while the next block was as- 
sessed just about half that rate without appreciable 
difference. He also called attention to nroperty 
leased by Mr. Lawler in 146th and 14Sth" streets, 
stating that in tho assessment he was allowed 
simply the valne of the buildings and not the lease- 
hold. He urged, in conclusion, that all that the 
property owners asked was fairness and equity in 
making out the awards and assessments. 
Mr. Delafleld said that two reports were submit- 
ted—one called a majority and the other a minority 
report. The majority report was prepared by Messrs. 
Wood and Jones, two of the Commissioners, and the 
other by Commissioner Hennessey. Having defined . 
the points of duTerence in the two reports, he re- 
viewed the laws governing the assessment of dam- 
ages in cases like the present. He insisted that it 
was a hrmly established point of law that the three 
Commissioners should meet in consultation and 
then prepare their report. In this case no notice 
was sent to Commissioner Hennessy. He called atten- 
tion to the resignation of Mr. A. T- Stewart and the 
subsequent action of the Commissioners. A meet- 
ing of Commissioners Wood and Jones he pro- 
nounced illegal and high-handed. They struck ofl 
from assessment a large area, from Sistv-sisth to 
looth street. He would not say that cither of the 
Commissioners was corrupt, but it was a singu- 
lar fact that one of them owned a whole block 
exempted from the assessment. Mr. Hennessy 
was so Indignant that he entered his protest 
against it. He spoke at length of the action ot 
Commissioners -Wood and Jones in regard to the 
$1.500.000 assessed against the city, and stated In 
this connection that they saddled Ssoo.ooo upon the 
city through staple misinterpretation of their 
orders. He called the attention of the Court to the 
difference in the arrears established by the former 
and the present Commissioners. As to Fifth and 
MaciLsou avenues, lie insisted that they were in- 
iured rather than benefited by the proposed 
widening of Broadway as it opened a rival.thorongh- 
•fare. He insisted that Mr. Hennessy's report was 
the only one that shonld be confirmed. 
Mr. Kitchen objected to ths area of the assess- 
ment, and insisted that the report should be sent 
back for correction on this account. The assess- 
ments on different portions were assessed on differ- 
ent principles and unequally, and they bad not as- 
sessed city property, lie gave numerous cases in 
corroboration of these statements. 
Mr. Martin called attention to the assessments in 
other cases, claiming that gross injustice had been 
done, and that the report shonld be corrected In 
this regard- He made a stronk polat aBo of the dis- 
cordancy of the Commissioners. 
Various counsel in torn called attention to specific 
cases in which it was claimed injustice had been 
made.
